London, Nov. 24.—The belief pre­ 
vails in political circles that Sir Ed­ 
ward Grey, secretary for foreign af­ 
fairs, will retire from the cabinet after 
his eagerly awaited exposition on for­

relations, on Nov. 27, in the

States, will succeed him. 
The resignation of the foreign soc­ 
ietal^ will almost certainly be hand­ 
ed to the prime minister should any 
lack of confidence be shown in his 
policy during the debate which will 
follow his statement on Moil lay. 
Sir Edward Grey, who, during the 
earlier years of his occupancy ol the 
foreign 
office, received 
the almost 
unanimous support of ail parties, has 
recently been the object of continu­ 
ous attack, not from the opposition, 
but by members of his own party, or 
rather th# extreme radical element in 
that party. The secrecy with which 
diplomatic negotiations have been car­ 
ried on bas aroused the ire of the 
Radicals, who latterly have received 
some support from the moie moderate 
Liberals. 
The disclosures regarding the An­ 
glo-German conversations with respect 
to Morocco and statements that these 
two countries were on the verge of 
war, has given the radicals another 
opening, and they are now, it is un­ 
derstood, piesaing for the retirement 
of Sir Edward, declaring: “We won t 
lie drawn into war without knowing 
the reason why.”

The execution was witnessed by a

Aal advisers, the superintendent of the 
penitentiary and the official electri­ 
cian.

Beattie bid farewell to his relatives 
yesterday 
afternoon, his 
father re 
malnlng with him until 8 o'clock las* 
evening. He was also visited by his 
brother Douglas, his sister Hazel and 
bls aunt, Mrs. Sarah Bowman, who 
remained more than an hour at the 
door of bia cell. The kinfolk conversed 
in muffled toues, with frequent sobs 
and tears. The doomed slayer com 
forted bls aged parent and other rela­ 
tives with words of prayer. 
He was not afraid to die, he told 
them. 
Sooner of later the murderer 
of bls wife would tie captured and the 
family honor vindicated, be stoutly 
asserted. 
With tears bathing bis cheeks and 
bia frail form quivering, the vener­ 
able father clasped his boy in bis 
arms in the corridor of the death 
bouse and sobbingly bade him good­ 
by. The guard outside the death cell 
yielded to the old man s request to 
open the door and let the young man 
step into the hallway that be might 
be embraced by his father Then in 
turn 
Beattie 
was 
smothered 
with 
kisses by each of bis relatives. 
As the cell door lock clicked behind 
bim as be re-entered the iron cage 
Beattie threw himself upon bis cot 
and burst Into violent weeping. 
While Rev. J. J. Fix remained out 
side Beattie's cell and tried to calm 
and comfort the prisoner, Rev. Benja­ 
min Dennis, his other spiritual ad 
viser, tenderly placed bls arms around 
the 
bereaved 
father, and. together 
with Douglas Beattie, assisted bim in­ 
to the superintendent's office, where 
be remained some moments to regstn 
hi* composure and summon suffi< lent 
strength to leave the institution 
All arrangements have been made 
for a simple funeral service, to be 
held at the slayer’s grave. The grave 
diggers were busy in the Beattie plot

Smart Neckwear. 


In (dace of the wide flounce which 
edged tile fleba when It was in fashion 
years ago there now appears a very 
narrow 
lace frill, tightly 
gathered, 
three rows sometimes being employed 
as a finish. To give un approximate 
amount of material, a yard and a half 
of a double width plain brussels net Is 
required for Hie fichu and two yurds 
and a quarter of lace to form one row 
A few rosebuds made from satin rib 
bon fasten the fich u lo front. 
It is 
worth ii*'ting that on the newest fichus 
the narrowest piping of Muck velvet or 
satin is often introduced ou the inner 
side. which throws up the lace or flue 
material of which it is made like a 
flue stippling. 
A pair of cuffs made of net and lace 
to match are worn with the fichu 
These cuffs are adapted to long or 
Short steer es and consist of ataut six 
Inches of the net or lace finely plaited 
and bordered each side with a tiny edg 
lug of tare. while they are caught In 
the middle with a narrow circlet of 
black velvet ribbon finished with a lit 
tie bow. 
To make one of the frills which are 
worn with the smart tailored frock 
fine handkerchief lawn or linen is the 
best material to use. 
This is very 
easily plaited, the fold remaining in 
pla*e until the article is laundered, 
when the Maine plaiting process Is re 
(teated. 
Wide stoles and muffs are made lit 
soft ribbon and edged with marabou 
or astrakhan fur. 
A charmingly soft 
effect Is given to these by a draping of 
chiffon over the Inner folds These are 
Ideal for theater wear and when the 
extreme severity «*f the winter does 
not force us to take to our heavier 
furs.
